MY FIRST NIGHT 1ST LONDOjV. 


In the latter part of July, 18.J2, I landed 


at Liverpool, after a run of nine days from 
New York. I took the eleven o'clock train 
for London, and arrived at the Eastern 
Square statien about seven in the evening. 
Having obtained .1 cab, I drove to Morleyrs 
Hotel at Charing Cross, a house then, as 
now, 
very generally patronized by Ameri- 


cans. 


I had risen early, and had traveled nearly 


the whole day :!-" felt therefore somewhat 
fatigued, and by the time I had dined, the 
evening also being pretty well advanced, I 
resolved to upend the remainder of it at 
home. 
Having changed my boots for a pair 


of slippers, I seated myself in a large easy- 
chair with the intention of reading an hour 
or two, and then going to bed. 
In pursu- 


ance of this resolution I retired about ten 
o'clock to my room. I then found myself, 
however, by no means as sleepy as I had 
anticipated I should be by that time, and I 
knew too well how useless, under such cir- 
cumstances, it would be to seek my couch 
immediately; for if once you begin to de- 
bate the question with yourself as to wheth- 
er you be sleepy or not, the doubt alone suf- 
fices to keep.you awake at lenstau addition- 
al hour. 
1 therefore, notwithstanding my 


previous determination of passing the eve- 
ning at home, resolved to go out for a short 
time. 


I strolled inlo the Strand, and had walked 


about a quarter of a mile towttrdj^Bemple 
Bar, when c. curious piece of crock-work in 
a jeweller's window attracted my attention, 
and I.stopped to look at it for a few mo- 
ments. 
While thus occupied, a child, mis- 


erably clad, approached me and solicited 
alms. 
I took out my pocket a handful of 


gold and silver, and selecting a small piece 
of the latter, gave it to her. 
Having clone 


so, I was about to resume my position at 
the window, when a woman, dressed in black 
who stood near, and -who had hitherto ap- 
peared to be engaged in contemplating the 
same object which had interested me, sud 
denly turned round, and without preface, 
add ressed m e : 


"If," she said, "you are disposed Io re- 


lieve the necesssities of the unfortunate, I 
know a case which should appeal to your 
sympathies even more powerfully than the 
one you have just ministered to." 


While she was speaking I looked at her 


attentively, and perceived before me a young 
woman apparently about two or three and 
twenty years of ago, whose face might have 
been considered beautiful had it not been for 
its extreme pallor.

ER.—A man named Willis Gr'raves;'living in 
Cleveland, Ohio, has been detected in the 
barbarous crime of attempting to starve his 
mother to death. From the Cleveland Her- 
ald of the 14th, which relates the sad story, 
we gather tlje following particulars : " Ths 
son has recently married a sepond time, 
since which occurrence both, he and his wife 
have treated the mother in the most inhu- 
man manner. 
About this time she was re- 


moved from her former chamber to a small 
back one, in which she has been ever since, 
and here she would have shortly died in des- 
titution and want had not the community 
been so roused np as to cqrr.r,Ql a change 
for the better. 
The furniture of this room 


has been a bed, a table and one chair, and 
these of the cheapest and commonest kind. 
The stoye has been so long neglected that 
it was as rusty as an anchor, and everything 
was of the meanest possible description.— 
Some six weeks ago, Mrs. Graves was so re- 
duced as to be confined to her bed, and there 
she was suffered to lie, day after day, with no 
one to sit willy her, nq one tQ cheer her. no 
one to care for her. . 


She had lain on this bed too weak to 


move or help herself, day and night, totally 
neglected except once a day, at noon, when 
she was tended for a few minutes by two 
German women, and a bit of dry toast giv- 
en her to eat, and with this bit of toast as 
her only meal in twenty four hours, she has 


asted away until she is now a bare skele- 


ton.
